In an agricultural country Ilk* Trnc- 


ke« Meadows it ia an importanvf p*iat 
with each fanner to know at what ape 
ciflo price he can sell his wheat, barley 
or grain. There are many agricultur- 
ists who bargain for their growing crep 
before it is reaped. 
While there ii 


considerable guesswork about the Mat- 
ter, still such is th* system extensively 
prevailing in California. 
There, aa • 


general rnle, the farmers pay a Tisit to 
San Francisco and make arrangements 
for their future crops. The farmers of 
this valley hare no snob facilities, being 
entirely dependent on the floor mills 
and the railroads. Each farmer, accord- 
ing to his circumstances, raises or low- 
ers the prio* of his produce either to 
suit his fancy or in accordance with 
the scarcity or plenty of the market. 
It has been suggested by several farm- 
ers, that the agricultural men of this 
valley nnite together aad adopt a regu- 
lar schedule of rates by which the buy- 
ing and e«lling of the neighborhoods' 
produce may be regulated. Yesterday, 
for instance, three loads cf barley from 
the outside ranches arrived in Reno and 
were disposed of at$1.50,$1.60 and $1.65 
per hundred. Though Reno is scarcely 
ible to maintain aBourd of Trade,** yet 
many thoughtful citizens are of the 
opinion that it would help wonderfully 
both th*' commercial and agricultural 
interests of the valley to have some 
"kind of an organization which should 
regulate these matters. 
Thoy have 


them in every Eastern and many West- 
ern cities aud are all benefited by them. 
Might not Reno try her band at a simi- 
lar project?
